Mr. Morgan's visit to Sagamore Hill to- 
Gay, om the eve of a meeting of the 
American China Development Company's 
Directors scheduled for to-morrow, 
considered significant on account of a 
report that at this meeting it to be 
decided whether the concession shall be 
retained or surrendered to the Chinese 
Government for the amount offered, which 
is said to be about $7,000,000.

WITH STEAMER PECONIC 


Go Down During a Gale Off the 
Florida Coast. 


ONLY TWO SAILORS ESCAPE 


Great Wave Struck the Vessel as She 
Was Turning and Caused the 
Cargo to Shift. 


FERNANDINA, Fla., Aug. 28.—Twenty 
men, constituting all but two of the offi- 
cers and crew. of the American steamship 
Peconic, bound from Philadelphia to New 
Orleans with coal, were drowned by the 
sinking of that vessel off the coast of 
Florida to-day. The disaster was the re- 
sult of a fierce gale, which raged along 
the coast during the night and early 
morning. 

An immense wave struck the vessel 
with terrific force about 12:30 o’clock this 
morning. The impact, coming just as the 
vessel was making a turn, caused a shift 
of the cargo, and the vessel went over 
and sank immediately. The accident oc- 
curred so quickly that only two of those 


aboard her--an Italian and a Spaniard— 

were able to save themselves. They suc- 
{ceeded in getting into a lifeboat, reached 

| Amelia Beach, and on landing told the 
ory of the disaster. 

About midnight of Sunday, during the 
heaviest part of the storm which had 
raged all day, the officer of the deck 
gave the order to put further out to sea, 
fearing they were approaching the coast 
too nearly. 

In the endeavor to turn, the ship was 
struck by a heavy sea, the cargo shifted, 
and she began sinking rapidly. In less 
than ten minutes after the alarm was 
; sounded she had gone down. 

The escape of the two men out of all 
| the ship’s crew was remarkable. One of 
these men was at the wheel at the time 
the order to go about was given; the 
other was on watch. As soon as the 
ship, began to careen these two men 
rushéd for one of the small boats, into 
which they jumped. 
they severed the ropes as the water’s 
level was reached and the small boat was 
thrown far out on the waves. 

Through the blackness and storm they 
saw a number of the awakened crew, some 
of whom had managed to crowd into an- 
other of the ship’s boats. This was, how- 
ever, caught in the trough of the sea, 
thrown violently against the ventilators, 
and then wedged fast. The men’s pitiful 
cries for help could be heard as the ship 
went down. 

Alone through the remainder of the 
night in the awful wash of waters, with 
the storm raging and threatening each 
moment to swamp their small boat, the 
two. Survivors were gradually borne to- 
‘ward Amelia Island, where they landed at 
11 o’clock this morning. Their condition 
was pitiable.

Chairman Lyon Says He Does Not 
Believe the C. U. Leader Sincere- 
ly Wishes to Defeat Tammany. 


As 2 result of a conference which Will- 
fam Halpin, President of the Republican 
County Committee, held yesterday after- 
noon with R. Fulton Cutting, President of 
the Citizens’ Union, Mr. Halpin decided to 
withhold the invitation which he had in- 
tended sending to the Greater New York 
Democracy to participate in the fusion 
conference called to meet at the Repub- 
lican Club Thursday night. 

The invitation will be withheld because 
Mr. Cutting informed Mr. Halpin that the 
Citizens’ Union could not be persuaded 
to go into a conference with the Greater 
New York Democracy. The grievance 
which Mr. Cutting has against the 
Sheehan organization is its desertion to 
Tammany Hall in the campaign of 1903. 

After his interview with Mr. Cutting. 
Mr. Halpin announced that the invitations 
to the fusion conference would be con- 
fined to the Citizens’ Union, the Municipal 
Ownership League, the Brooklyn Democ- 
racy, and the German-American League 
of Brooklyn. 

“It was a mistake to say that invita- 
tions to attend the conference had been 
sent,” said Mr. Halpin. “It is true that I 
announced that invitations would be sent 
to the organizations which took part in

naming the Greater New York Democracy 
as one of them, but no invitations had 
actually been forwarded at the time Mr.

IS ALARMING PRUSSIA 


Infection Flowing from Russia by 
the River Weichsel, 


USE OF THE WATER STOPPED 


Vigorous Quarantine and Medical Reg- 
ulations — Appeal to Russian Au- 
thorities to Take Precautions. 


BERLIN, Aug. 28.—The official Reichs- 
Anzeiger to-day says that, since Aug. 16, 
seven cholera cases, three fatal, have oc- 
curred in the Welchsel District, East 
Prussia. Traffic from Weichsel has been 
placed under medical and police control. 

Dispatches from Dantsic say that the 
cholera bacillus appears to have spread 
further than the health authorities on 
Saturday supposed possible, A raftsman 


|has died of supposed cholera in the hos- 


pital at Bromberg, and two laborers of 
Fordon, who drank of Weichsel 
water, suddenly became ill. One died 
later, supposedly of cholera. 

Three rivermen from Galicia have been 
attacked presumably by cholera at Grau- 
denz. Apprehension is felt at Thorn and 
Bromberg and in the small river towns 
from the Russian frontier to Dantsic, al- 
though there is nothing like a panic. The 
medical authorities are tightening their 
control, multiplying the stations along the 
river to prevent bathing or the use of the 
water in any form, examining every per- 
son complaining of the least illness and 
urging upon all families within the dis- 
trict to use the recognized precautions. 

These measures have been effective 
enough so far as Prussian territory is 
concerned, but the physicians ask each 
other what is taking place beyond the 
boundary, 

The water of the River Weichsel flow- 
ing out of Russia is contaminated, but 
no one knows if few or many cases of 
cholera exist up the stream, or whether 
proper precautions are being taken. The 
situation in East Prussia is compared 
with that of the United States and Cuba 
in the case of yellow fever epidemics, but 
a wide ocean channel flowing 
between Prussia and Russia the territory 
is contiguous, Prussia being powerless 
to enforce sanitation over the border, 

The Russian Consul General of Dantsic, 
M. de Ostrowski, has conferred with the 
provincial authorities regarding action on 
the Russian side of the boundary to pre- 
vent a spread of cholera.

British Channel Fleet to German Baltic 
ports, beginning with Swinemiinde, has 
been received with every show of courtesy 
and pleasure by the German naval au- 
thorities.

Presence of the Militia Quiets Disorder 
in Tennessee Mining Town.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 28.—8ix com- 
panies of the Third Tennessee Regiment, 
under Col. C. F, Spence, with two Gat- 
lings, are on duty in Tracy City, having 
arrived there this morning. The arrival 
of the troops was the occasion of much 
interest in the town, which is a typical 
mountain village; but there was no dis- 
order despite the fact that threats of vio- 
lence had been reported. 

The home of J. B. Roberts, Superin- 
tendent of the Tennessee Consolidated | 
Coal and Iron Company, was fired on last ' 
night by two men who escaped in the 
darkness. No one was hurt. 

The Consolidated Company has asked 
|} the Federal court for an injunction re- 
straining the miners. Rewards for the as- 
sassins of Lessee J. B. Rust and Miner 
Henley have been increased to $3,000, 
Deputy Sheriffs say those who were in 
the shooting are known and will be ar- 
rested. Gov. Cox went to Northville to- 
night. He is hopeful that matters can be 
arranged without bioodshed. 

The trouble between miners and oper- 
ators is over the recognition of the union. 
The properties involved belong to the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany, but some months ago, having pre- 
viously decided to operate as open shops, 
the company found the opposition so bit- 
ter that the mine was leased to J. B. 
Rust and John McGovern, who on Thurs- 
day attempted to start with twelve men. 
They were fired on from ambush, Rust 
being shot through the heart and head. 
McGovern's life was saved by his miner’s 
lamp, which deflected the bullet aimed at 
his forehead. 

This is not the first trouble that Tracy 
City has seen. In 1892, while the convict- 
leave system was in vogue, the miners 
captured and burned the stockade, ship- 
ping the convicts out of the place. In 
April, 1893, they attacked the new stock- 
ade. One miner was killed and several 
on both sides were wounded. 

Representatives of the United Mine 
Workers in the present instance declare 
that there will be no further trouble. 
The Secretary of the district says the 
Governor has acted hastily in sending 
troops to the scene.

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Let me congratulate you on your able 
editorial of this morning on “ Citizens 
and Machines.” 

If we are to have a Fusion ticket in the 
city this Fall it must naturally occur to 
the ordinary and intelligent voter that the 
candidates on that ticket should appeal 
for the suffrage of the voters on absolute- 
ly legitimate issues.

“bees humming of municipal ownership 
of public utilities,’ and it is unquestiona- 
bly true Mr. Odell is certainly in quest 
of “crank” or any other old kind of 
votes. 

Judge Francis BE. Baker of the United 
States Circuit Court handed down a de- 
cision a few days ago, in which he said 
that municipalities had no power to take 
over the property of public service cor- 
porations, even when an option on such 
property is provided in the corporations 
chartered. This was in the case of the 
franchise granted the Consumers’ Gas 
Trust Company, which was formed in 
1887. 

In framing this decision Judge Baker 
quoted very liberally from United States 
Decisions... In that case Judge Baker 
based his opinion on the ground that the 
Consumers’ Gas Trust Company had no 
statutory authority to sell its plant, or to 
contract to do so, and that it is against 
public policy to, permit a public service 
corporation like the gas company to sell 


its franchise or plant and thereby dis- 


qualify itself from rendering the very 
public service for which it was granted 
a franchise. Unless Judge Baker is re- 
versed on appeal, is not his decision a 
precedent? 

It occurs to the writer, and unquestion- 
ably to Tue Times, that municipal owner- 
ship as an issue this Fall is simply a 
stalking horse brought to the forefront 
for the purpose of catching what may be 
termed, or is termed, the labor vote, and 
the votes of the Socialists.

No British Death Traps.

*“* We do not think that foreign vessels trading 
to British ports ought to be allowed to go to 
sea from our ports if they are so unsafe as 
to endanger life; and we recommend that the 
provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
on this point should in future be applied to 
foreign as well as British ships.’’ 

Such is the gist of the report of the Select 
Committee which was appointed to inquire 
to what extent the statutory requirements ap- 
plying to British ships should be made appli- 
cable to foreign vessels trading to and from our 
ports. . 


British ships are required to be marked with |* 


a loadline, and the owner or master is Hable 
to a penalty if the ship is so loaded as to 
submerge this mark. Foreign vessels, however, 
which are overloaded at any port in the United 
Kingdom may be detained, but there is at 
present no other penalty. 

The recommendations of the committee are 
designed to remedy this defect. 

They also deal with the proper stowage of 
grain cargoes, d the rules as to life sav- 
ing appliances, and recommend that foreign 
ve’gels should be required to gubstantially com- 
ply with our requirements.

Had Celebrated His 80th Birthday. 


Theodore Wallace Todd, for more than 
fifty years head of what is said to be the 
oldest business establishment in New 
York City, died yesterday afternoon at 
his home in the Rutland apartments, 
Broadway and Fifty-seventh Street. The 
death of Mr. Todd removed the oldest 
member of the Seventh Regiment Veter- 


ans’ Association. 
Mr. Todd belonged to one of the oldest 


New York families. His people have been 
prominent in the social, business, and re- 
ligious Hfe of the city for two centuries. 
One of his many relatives is President 


Theodore Roosevelt. 

Though more #han eighty years old, Mr. 
Todd was rféctly well’ until two days 
ago, when he suffered a stroke of apo- 
plexy. He regained consciousness after the 
stroke, and was able to talk to his wife 
and children, but grew steadily weaker 
and died at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 

It is scarce three weeks since Mr. Todd 
celebrated his eightieth birthday. At that 
time he stood straight and strong, 6 feet 
2 inches in height, a fine type of old age. 

Mr. Todd was born on \Aug. 7, 1825. His 
father was William W. Todd. When only 
eighteen years old Mr. Todd went into 
business with Todd & Co., salt importers 
and dealers. This company was in busi- 
ness as far back as 1790. ; 

When a boy of sixteen Mr. Todd joined 
the Seventh Regiment, r@taining his con- 
nection with the command up to his death, 
He was a charter member of the Veter- 
ans’ Association, At its annual banquet 
at Sherry’s last year he was the chief 
speaker. 

He was married to Mary Cecilia Curtis, 
daughter of Paul Allen Curtis, in 1851. 
Three sons and one daughter survive him, 
They are Perry Curtis Todd, Roosevelt 
Duffie Todd, Herbert Wallace Todd, and 
Mrs. John F. Maxfield. Mrs. Todd died 
in 1869. Mr. Todd married again in 1872. 
His second wife was Emma L. Ludlam, 
daughter of David Ludlam, who survives. 

Mr. Todd was a member of the First 
Baptist Church, which was organized in 
the home of his great-grandfather in 1745. 
At his death he was a Deacon of the 
church. 

About five years ago Mr. Todd retired 
from active business and turned over the 
management of his company to his three 


JEWISH POET DEAD. 


Isaac J. Milner, a Well-Known Figure 
on the East Side. 


The body of Isaac J. Milner, Jewish 
poet and jcurnalist, of New York City, 
arrived in Trenton, N. J., last night, at- 
tended by a committee, which included 
the dead man’s brother, Albert H. Mil- 
ner, Justice of the Peace, of Trenton, and 
J. K. Kramer of Manhattan. Milner came 
to America seven years ago from Grodna, 
Russia. He mastered the language, be- 
came an expert stenographer, and was 
later correspondent of ‘The Sv. Petersburg 
Friend, the leading Jewish newspaper of 
Russia. 

He lived with friends at 12 Jefferson 
Street, and was one of the best-known 
figures of the east side. He was stricken 
with heart disease last Sunday oyerene 
while working on a new book, and die 
a few hours later. 

He will be buried to-morrow in his 
brother's lot in Trenton. A number of 
leading Jewish journalists from Manhat- 
tan, including John Paley of The Jewish 
Daily News and Jacob Maggidoff of The 
Jewish Morning Journal, will attend the 
funeral. 


ELLIS A. APGAR FOUND DEAD. 


For Twenty Years He Had Been Jer- 
sey’s Superintendent of Education.

The Peace Negotiations as Interpreted 
by London a Factor—Cotton 
Advances. 


The over-Sunday news from Ports- 
mouth was not to the liking of the 
London market, where Russian and 
Japanese bonds weakened and lower 
prices were established for American 
shares. As a result London was a 
heavy seller of stocks after the open- 
ing of the Stock Exchange here, and 
this pressure, ‘together with the uneasi- 
ness bred by the speech of John Mitch- 
ell, foreshadowing trouble in the an- 
thracite regions upon the expiration of 
the present agreement, was a material 
factor in the rather pronounced de- 
clines of the morning session. Other 
unfavorable influences were the fur- 
ther shipment of $500,000 to Chicago 
through the Sub-Treasury, suggesting 
a renewal of the drain to the interior 
which has been under way: for two 
weeks, and the manifesto from Boston 
regarding a movement against copper 
stocks, although this development had 
little weight outside of purely specula- 
tive circles. The morning break was 
most pronounced in Reading, which 
lost practically 3 points, although the 
declines elsewhere were heavy, running 
from 1 to 2 points in many of the act- 
ive stocks, 

The recovery from this movement 
was slow and painful until late in the 
efterncon, when dispatches reached 
Wall Street from Portsmouth announc- 
ing the readiness of the Japanese en- 
voys to waive the question of indem- 
nity and to sell to Russia the half of 
the Island of Sakhalin on terms which 
should be agreed upon by an interna- 
tional commission. Absolute authority 
was claimed for this announcement, the 
immediate effect of which was a decid- 
ed upturn in prices. The arbitrage 
houses competed with the traders who 
had sold earlier in an effort to recover 
stocks, and under this buying the list 
moved up until the morning's losses 
had been in general reduced to negli- 
gible fractions, and clear advances 
scored by certain issues. Before the 
close, however, further dispatches 
called the authenticity of the earlier 
news in question, and, beset by 
doubts, the market lIcst ground and 
closed heavy, with’ prices generally be- 
low Saturday's final quotation, al- 
though the losses were in most cases 
fractional. 

The course of the market seemed to 
prove that its neglect of the peace de- 
velopments last week was a temporary 
phase only and that it is again to show 
itself sensitive to the fluctuating fort- 
unes of the conference. Also it was 
made plain that prices are so high that 
this sensitiveness promises rather wide 
variations. Outside of the peace situa- 
tion the day’s developments Were not 
highly important. Money failed to 
reach the high rates touched on Fri- 
day, and was offered, in “fact, at. 114 
per cent. at the day’s end. The Re- 
public Iron and Steel Company re- 
sumed dividends on its preferred stock. 
A favorable earnings statement for the 
year was made by the Chicago and 
Northwestern, the gain in net amount- 
ing to almost $1,000,000, and for the 
month of July the Missouri Pacific re- 
ported an increase of $125,000 in net 
earnings. In the commodity market 
both wheat and corn sold lower, while 
cotton advanced almost $1 a bale.

WHEAT.—Lowest prices for the season were 
attained in yesterday’s wheat market under 
liberal selling for long account, big Southwest 
receipts, and bearish statistics generally, with 
the exception of the visible supply decrease 
of 810,000 bushels, compared with 
bushels reductions’ last year, which h 
steadying effect for a time at noon. Kansas 
City alone had 740,000 bushels, and while the 
total interior movement was about 100,000 
bushels less than the previous year, the North- 
west was looking for an increased movement, 
and the weakness of cash wheat generally in 
Western markets was such as to make the 
bull side unattractive to the average trader. 
It was evident from the absence of export 
business that the price was equally unattract- 
ive to the European buyer so far as any gen- 
eral demand was concerned.

COTTON.—While notably 
market ruled very firm and 
records for the present bull movement, with 
the close within a couple of points of the 
best for the session, and 18@21 points above 
the closing level of last week.

Hither a band of wiry striplings was 
able to shift its base of operations with 
extraordinary celcrity early yesterday

within two hours four men, two of them 
brawny sailors, were held up by young 
fellows of from sixteen to eighteen years 
old, and in three cases booty was ob- 
tained.

At 1 o'clock A. M. Ber- 
nard Cowdin, a sailor, reached the hos- 
pital battered about the face and bruised 
from kicks. He said that in West Street,

CHASE THROUGH STREETS 


|Men Roped It ag Last on a 
Physician’s Steps. 


HUNDREDS TAKE UP PURSUIT 


Animal Zigzags Across and Up and 
Down Town—Knocks Down a 
Young Woman. 





A Texas steer raced two dozen blocks 
through the streets of New York yester- 
day afternoon, after escaping from the 
plant of Weston & Levy, wholesale butch- 
ers, at the foot of East Forty-fourth 
Street. Pedestrians and vehicles scat- 
tered from its erratic path, for the fugi- 
tive was now in the centre of the street 
and now on the sidewalk. Volunteer pur- 
suers sprung up from all sides. <Auto- 
mobiles gave it the right of way without 
question. Even street cars stopped. 

When it finally dashed into the yard of 
E. Tiffany Dyer's residence, at 52 East 
Thirty-fourth Street, four doors from the 
home of August Belmont, policemen and 
amateur cowboys were strung out behind 
it like the tail of a kite. 

The Dyer yard adjoins that of Dr. J. 
Clifton Edgar. An iron fence marks the 
dividing line. The steer, its 1,500 pounds 
| giving irresistible force, battered the fence 
down and started up the physician's steps. 
As it did so a noose settled about its 
head, and in a _ second’s time it was 
sprawling in the Edgar yard, with two 
men sitting on its head and others roping 
its legs. 

For more than an hour it lay there, 
while a crowd gathered which threatened 
to block traffic and necessitated the call- 
ing out of the reserves from the West 
Tnirtieth and East Thirty-fifth Street 
Police Stations. A rope about its neck 
and another about its near foreleg served 
to keep it down. It was game, though, 
and every time it struggled to free itself 
there was a scattering of the onlookers 
and a stampede of the crowd to places or 
safety. 

The 





steer steered 

From Forty-fourth Street it ran down 
First Avenue to Thirty-fifth Street. 
Turning west, it knocked down Miss An- 
nie O'Reilley, who was crossing the street. 
Then it ran on to Third Avenue. Miss 
| O’Reilley lives at 123 East Thirty-fifth 
| Street. She was badly bruised and was 
carried home. 

Among those who helped get her home 
was Paul Bracken of 731 Second Avenue. 
| Bracken was exercising a polo pony on 
| First Avenue when the steer passed, and 
had given chase. He jumped off the pony 
when he saw Miss O'Reilley fall, and as 
po as she was safe in her home re- 
mounted and took up the hunt. Sitting 
on the steps of 158 East Thirty-fifth 
Street was John Pollard, a distance run- 
ner of the Star Athletic Club. 

Pollard sprinted after the steer. As it 
headed up Third Avenue a moving van 
appeared, and Pollard borrowed a rope 
from the driver. The steer was half a 
block ahead by the time he got the rope, 
but he rapidly overhauled it. 

At Thirty-sixth Street the animal took 
to the sidewalk, and shoppers, dropping 
their bundles, fled into the nearest door- 
ways. It was the second time within a 
fortnight that the avenue had received a 
visit from a-.runaway steer. 

West on Thirty-eighth Stree the fugitive 
sped. Policemen Thomas F. Ahearn and 
Thomas O'Grady of the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Station saw it coming and tried to 
head it off. They dodged just in time 
and fell in behind the procession of pur- 
suers. Bracken had by this time aban- 
doned his polo pony and was on foot with 
a rope. 

The steer ran north on Park Avenue, 
the hue and cry at its heels ever growing 
louder. At Thirty-ninth Street it turned 
south. There were at least 200 men after 
it. Block after block it ran. and at 
Thirty-fourth Street it nearly hit a trolley 
car. The obstacle headed it east again. 

In front of the Dyer residence it was 

well-nigh spent. The open gate attracted 
iit. A nurse girl, standing almost in front 
of the gate, gave the carriag: in which 
her charge was resting a shove and just 
; managed to get out of danger. 
; The Dyer yard is not large, and the 
| Steer, seeing its limitations, charged the 
iron fence which separated it from the 
Edgar home. The fence went down with 
a crash, breaking in a dozen places. For 
an instant it hesitated at the foot of the 
Edgar steps. As it did, Pollard, who had 
kept close behind all through the long 
chase, caught up, and cast his improvised 
lasso. The rope settled about the steer’s 
neck. Pollard gave a mighty tug. Will- 
ing hands lent aid. Bracken, who had by 
this time arrived, noosed a foreleg. 

The steer came down with a crash. 
Policemen Ahearn and O'Grady sat on its 
head. Everybody cheered. Windows 
along the street were opened and heads 
stuck out. With the calling out of the 
| police reserves attention was attracted to 
j the scene for blocks around. 
| After capturing the steer there was a 
‘long interval of indecision. Nobody 
|}seemed to know to whom it belonged, 
} and the police had some difficulty in find- 
ling out. Finally they traced its owner- 
| ship and telephoned to Weston & Levy. 
| Ina little while an Armour stock wagon 
jarrived with half a dozen cattlemen, There 
was a lot of trouble in getting the steer 
; out of the yard. Its plunges had the ef- 
fect of frightening the spectators and 
sending them in all directions, but it was 
at least a quarter of an hour before it 
regained its feet. 

It was tied to the end of the wagon, 
which started off for the Armour plant. 
It was necessary before a start had been 
fairly effected to throw the animal again 
and place it in the wagon. When this 
feat was achieved there must have been 
5,000 people looking on. 


MRS, GUGGENHEIM, FIRST AID. 


Bandaged Ankle of a Workman Who 
Fell at Her Fifth Avenue Home. 


Handling bandages and soothing lotions 
with the skill of a trained nurse, Mrs. 
William Guggenheim, wife of the mining 
man, attended a workman who was in- 
jured by a fall at her residence, 883 Fifth 
Avenue, yesterday morning. The house 
is being remodeled, and she was direct- 
ing the workmen. 

When the accident happened, Mrs. Gug- 
genhecim told the other workmen to bring 
the injured man into the basement. He 
had received a severe sprain of his left 
leg and ankle. The workmen removed his 
shoe and stocking, and Mrs. Guggen- 
heim got some alcohol and cloth for band- 
ages and applied them herself, 

She bathed the sprained ankle until-the 
pain was somewhat allayed, and then 
wound bandages around the injured limb. 
When the ambulance surgeon arrived 
from the Presbyterian Hospital, he said 
he could have done no better himself. 

The injured man, who is Richard Ken- 
nedy of 208 East One Hundred and Tenth 
Street, was taken to the hospital for fur- 
ther treatment. 

Kennedy was one of a gang of stone 
renovators, and was worki alone on 
a ladder scaffold at the third floor. He 
tried to lower the ladder, and as he was 
shifting the meee holding one of the tri- 
angles on which the ends were hung the 
triangle slipped, and that end of’ the 
ladder fell. Kennedy grabbed the sides 
of the ladder and let himself down as 
easily as he could. The ladder fell to an 
upright position, and Kennedy, slipping 
off the lower end, fell the rest of the 


way, about ten feet. He struck a stone 
buttress between Nos. 833 and 835.

A factional fight in the Irish Volunteers 
lof Williamsburg came to light yesterday 
before Magistrate Higginbotham in the 
Lee Avenue Court through the arraign- 
ment of three officers on a charge of 
grand larceny, in having as alleged stolen 
two rifles belonging to the organization.

Capt. O'Rourke reorganized the. Volun- 
teers recently into Company E, and he 
was made Captain, and Brady and Houli- 
han respectively Sergeant and Corporal. 
O'Rourke it was said tried to obtain har- 


mony, and on Sunday it is said he under- 
took to bring’ the warring factions to- 
gether, 

When O‘Rourke'’s followers appeared at 
the hall they made straight for the plat- 
form where the rifles were kept. olan 
was there with his followers to resist any 
attempt to annex the weapons. Finally 
O’Rourke gave his command the order to 
“ charge,”’ and they did so with a will. 
They had chairs, and the Nolanites had 
unloaded rifles. There was a battle, in 
which Policemen Pulski and Bolling of 
the Bedford Avenue Station, who had 
tried in vain to restore order, were pushed 
aside. When the disturbance was quelled 
all the Volunteers were marched to the 
station house, where Sergt.

EIGHT HORSES DIE OF POISON. 


Owner Tells the S. P. C. A. He Sus- 
pects a Rival Truckman. 


Superintendent Charles H. Hankinson 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals is investigating the 
death of eight horses by arsenical pois- 
oning. The horses belonged to Oscar O. | 
Offenburgh, a truckman and brick dealer 
whose stables are at 749 East Sixth 
Street. 

In all eleven horses were made sick by 
poison given to them in their fodder, 
and eight died. Seven others escaped be- 
cause they happened to be out of the 
stable when the poison was being dis- 
tributed. 

The poison was administered on Friday 
last. It rained on that day, and nearly 
all of the horses were in the stable. In 





the stable were a stableman and a driver, 
who had been discharged on Wednes- 
day before. 

The horses began to get sick in the 
afternoon, Of the eight that died three | 
fell dead in their stalls. Two died at| 
the New York Veterinary Hospital at 117 | 
West Twenty-fifth Street. hree were 
sent to. the veterinary hospital of Will- 
iam Hutchinson, at 79 Adams Street, | 
Brooklyn, and these have since died. 

Arsenic was found in a bag full of feed 
which was given to a horse that had been 
out Friday morning, but returned to the 
stable at noon. This feed was taken out 
of the same box from which the other 
horses had been fed. 

Among the horses made sick by the 
poison was one belonging to a _ black- 
smith. The blacksmith had a fight with 
the discharged driver about it and the 
driver is still confined to his home. 

Offenburgh, in speaking of the matter 
to Superintendent Hankinson, said yester- 
day that he suspected a rival truckman 
of being behind the poisoning plot. The 
eight horses were valued by the owner at 
about $3,000. 


CURRY, AHEAD AND ALONE. 


Manifesto by a Candidate for Leader- 
ship of thé Seventeenth.

I know that I have a majority of 
the voters in the district in my favor and 
the McMahon people are afraid to call a 
meeting of the General Committee be- 
cause of the sentiment in my favor”’ 


SKULL, LEG, AND ARM BROKEN, 


Little Hope for Long Island Brakeman 
Who Fell from a Train. 


Clifford Titus, a Long Island Railroad 
brakeman, fell off a train at the Edge- 
mere station yesterday morning and fract- 
ured his skull, his left arm, and right 
leg.
